Project Participants and Staff 

The» ELSAP program was actively involved in the 9th grade reading programs at 
Marshall Islands High School (MIHS) and at Assumption High School (AHS) , The 
ELSAP Office was located in the MIHS Administration Building, It was within 
easy walking distance of the 9th grade English sections at MIHS and also 
within a mile- of the AHS campus 

'One hundred thirty-six 9th graders at MIHS were participating in the ELSAP ' 
program_at the end of the school year. The twenty-four remaining MIHS 9th 
graders formed the Control Group. Assumption High School, a private high 
school in the DUD Municipality, had all thirty-fivfe of their 9th graders' 
enrolled in the project classes. 

During the course of the school year the 9th graders', with the exception of the 
Control Group, received four hours a week of project related activities. 
Throughout the first semester the ELSAP participant^ worked independently in 
the SRA Reading Program, were, given instruction in basic dictionary skills, 
and were adpini'^tfered various Informal Reading Inventories, During the second ' 
semester SRA Power Builders were deemphasized , Word Analysis, instruction was 
iipplimented,- Library Kits were introduced, mor« advanced dictionary skill 
exercises were presented, and the Reading foi: Understanding component of S^ 
was started with the more advanced students. ' • ' 

The project staff at MIHS was made up of four 9lh grade English teachers. A 
, second 9th grade English teacher was in charge of the control group. The 
Principal of AHS handled the project class at tha^ school. The Praject 
Coordinator was in charge of the overall program* 

The Project Coordinator spent about two hours a week in all but two project 
classes. The teacher of the classes ^^k^T^^^ion was actively involved in the 
ELSAP program during FY 1973 and did not neeo^as much guidance or training, 
vHe received at least one visit every two weeks aVid consulted regularly with 
the Project Coordinator- During these visits to the project classes the 
Project Coordinator gave on-the-job training to the teachers, assisted in ad- 
ministering Informal Reading Inventorizes to pi;©ject students, aided the 
teachers in impiimenting each component of the project, and monitored all 
project activities. ' • \ . 

The'^ELSAP program started on September 10, 1973 and finished up on June 7, 1974.

had run a week the teachers and Site Director administered Informal Reading 
Inventories which took nearly the first semester to complete. The Informal 
Test v/ere the Roswel 1 -Chal 1 Auditory Blending Test, Basic- Sight V/ord Test, the 
Roswel 1 -Chal 1 Word Analysis Test, Form I, the Gilmore J)ral -Readirwg Test and a 
_serie^s of Cloze'Tests. During the first quarter the student? starte<i . 
'^eceivinq Dictionary Skills exercises, which continued until the end of the . 
school year. Immediately after Chjri s tma,sthe Library Kits were in t roduced" to \ 
the Target JE roup students. These Kh^^wer^ composed of, high interest-low 
re'adability books 'from tKe Schorl'STtic Book Series. 

The Phonics program was introduced in i&arly February. From the results of the 
Roswel 1-Chal 1 Word Analysis Test and the SDRI, Test 7: sound Discriminatiorr^ 
it was determined that the 9th grade "target .groups" were weak in decoding/ 
skills. These Phonic exercises were presented by the classroom teachers /in 
twenty minute blocks, two or three times a week. The crrlphas i s ^bn SRA was • . 
lessened to provide adequate tTme for Phonic instruction. 

A twD-fo>d approach was followed for staff training: Regular meetings with the. 
Projext Teachers vyere coaducted by th^.Site Director. Tests, and new materials 
v/ere distributed to the teachers and demonstrations of their use v/ere qive^by . 
the Srte .Director. The second approach pertained to in-cla^s practical traini^ig 
in the adigin i s t ra t ion. of the Infernal tests and the te,chiriq.u^S'i n presenting 
the new materials. ' ^ ^ •< ^' y 

The Phonic and Auditory Discri-^ina^ion exercises presented to the "target 
^,groups" during the second senv^ster v/ere all developed/adapted by the Site 
Director. The exercTses provided oral and silent practic in initial. and 
final consonant blends, digraphs, vowels, vowel combinations, and silent 
letters in Words. Fifty-five exercises v/ere (developed. . ^ 

Tlie Site Director v^as also instriimental in developing, a new form oK the 
High Schoo4 Entrance Test. This activity^w^ not written into the Program 
Proposal for FYfl97A, primarily due to timing. In October the Principal of- 
MJHS solicited the help of the Site Di-rector in constructing the'new test. 
Preliminary planning for the t'est started in late October; the test v/as 
formulated during late December and early January. The Site Director was - • 
also involved in pretesting and completing an item analysis. The final form 
was administered uto all 3th gradeVs in the Marshal 1 Islands. 
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The test was constructed to rr^easjure student knowledge ^of c^tain areas in 
readirVg in which the^FY.197^ ElTSAP Target Groups had J^een diagnosed -as 
deficient. These ar^as-of reading defi^ciency were /^certai ned from the 
interpreted results of the Roswel 1 -Chaf 1 Test of V^rd Analysis Skills arvd 
Staoford Diagnostic Reading Test (SDRT) , Level I, Form W, which were 
a dm I n T 5 1 e e d ' "t 6^^Sl T " 5 Ot^ gf a der 5 ;a U r 1 n gnfTTe tes t f n gT ~~tt "Wr TRyp^'dTtTamtrB ^ 7 — ^ 
f^e^uRs of thfe new English Entrance Test would provide more information about 
each of the students seTected tor the yth grade.

The Si te' Di rector a 1 so, adrai n i s te red the test to the 8th graders in the 
Central and Western Islands of the Marshal Is. The length of the Field 
Trio was five weeks. He alsQ helped administer the test fo the students 
at Rota Elernentary School and Ebeye Elementary School. This activity was** 
not included in the Program Proposa 1 .

Description of Tests 

A number of Formal and Informal Reading inventories were administered to the 
Target -Groups and Control group in order to evalua^te student achievement and 
t;o provide an in,dex for measuring program impact. 'The group tests, the 
Hawaji Reading Test and the Stanford Diagnostic Reading Test, 'were 
administered to ^he MIHS and AHS "^rget Groups, apd to the MJHS Control 
Group.- The Informal Inventories were only administered to the. Target Groups, 
due mainly to the'amount of tiijie available to doe the testing and the number 
of students to be tested. 

The Group Survey Te^\ administered to all 3th graders was the Hawaii Reading 
Test. This test has four parts: Part I tests Phoneme-Grapheme correspondences-; 
Part M.-A, V\rZ S IIT test reading comprehension through the use of pictures ' 
and transferred grammatical stVuctures., This test doesn't ha.ve an alternate 
forfn,-so the ^rre form was presented to -all 9th grader^ in September and Hay. 
Scores and their frequencies are listed in Appendix G. A copy of the test is 
appended to this report. 



The Stanfor3Ny^Diagnos tic Reading Test, Level I, Fonns W Z X, were administered 
to the MIHS and'AHS Target, Groups and the MIHS Control Group rn November and 
f-'ay.

The first Informal Reading Inventory to be admi n i s tered was the Roswel 1 -Cha 1 1 
^Auditory Blending Test. The results of this test were ana lyzed by the Site 
^Director and Project Teachers. It was decided that the results of this test 
gave no relevant information for possible instructional changes. Tbis test 
.was not administered at posttest tifne. A copy of the Rosv/C'll-ChaJ 1 Auditory 
Slendina Test is attached. - 




The secorrd "tn fo rfDa 1 Reading Inventory administered wa^ the Ro$we11-Cbal] Word 
Analysis Testr This test is made up of si.x subtests which ineasure mastery of

semester to correct some of the v/eaknesses identified. Appendix F previews a 
sumnary of the pre and posttest results of the MIHS Target Group. The HIRS^ ^ 
Control' 'Gno'jp v/as not tested and the AKS resul ts -are not available at this/i:ime 
as the AHS Principal is off-island on vacation. The AHS results will be sjjb- 
(.litted as soon as the Principal returns and makes the test copies availabl 
the* Si te Di rector. 

A Basic Siqht Word Test made up of 50 randomly selected words from the Dol 
220 Casic Sic'>t Word List was also administered during the second quarter 
<fxa?-inet- had a check list o^ the vjords which .ve refill rouped in tens. The 
'were presented to individual students on 3" x 5" fl^sh cards. Any mispr 
nounciations or refusals were noted on the student^s check list. *A postt 
of -tHe !:asic Sight V/or-^'s v/as not administered because the minimal performa 
level stated in the proc:rarr objectives had been fulfilled in the pretest. A

The final Informal Reading Inventory -administered was** the Gi Imore Oral Reading ' 
Test, Form C. This test was given to individual students by the Project ^ ^ 

Teachers an^ the Site Director. The,studeat read a graded paragraph out '^^^ . 
to the examiner and then oral ly answered five questions presented orally to h^fr 
by the examiner. The test comes ccJ^p^te \vi th a check list of possible oral" ^ , 
readfng errors which the wxaminer i3%expected to mafk as the .$t}ident ^feads ^ 
the paragl^aph. The information provide<f t?hrough analysis .of the r^sul ts of . thi sv \ 
test would be invaluable for a remedial reading program in which in-depth^tU^Y 
of a small grouD of students was planned. Administering the test took we<z?ks and 
the final' results were of little value in revising project irvstructlon. it V.'^s 
Felt that the time used fn administering the Gilmore Oral Reading-Test could ^ 
be better used teaching Word Analysis Skills or in teaching Reading Comprehension. 
The gilmore Oral Reading Test was not posttested. ' :

In Appendix B, Table 1, the mean s.core improvement of the MIHS Target Group was 
thirteen points during the school year. Tables 2 & 3 in Appendix 3 give 
comparative Frequency Histograms for last yearns MIHS Target Group ^nd this ^ 
yearns HlHS Target Group. Thi.s year's MIHS Target Group did not receive the^^ 
Intensive Summer Program which was held for the FY 1973 MIHS Target Gcoup

The Frequency Historgrams for each subtest of the Stanford Diagnostic Reading 
Test are located in Appendices, C, D and E., The Reading Comprehension subtest . 
did not give an. accurate index of improvement for the more advanced students at 
MIHS a^d'AHS. The test was intended to measure the comprehension levels of the 
. ; lo^^er students. The MIHS Control Group showed the greatest increase in mean 
^core with a nine point improvement. The MIHS Target Group had a five point 
mean score increase and the AHS Target Group increased three points meafi score. 
40% of the MIHS Control Group scored below 20 points on the pretest as opposed 
to 9% of th? MIHS Target Grouo^and 3% of the AHS Ta?:get- Group.' The Control 
Group scored 8. points lower than the Target Groups on the pretest and. had 
much more room for improvement in the subsequent posttest. (Appendix C, Table 
1; Anpendix D, Table 1, Appendic E, Table 1) . • 

The levels of improvement for the ImIHS Control and;Target Groups were the 
• ^same on the Vocabulary test (Appen\^ix C, Table 2; T^ppendix D, Table 2). The 
AHS. Target Group gained four point^ mean score (Appendix E, Talbe 2).,. 
Vccibularv v/as a weak point with all 9th' grade students. - The" AHS students 
did nore independent reading than the MIHS students which gavfe -them .greater; 
opportunities to increase their vocabulary.' / 

Auditory Discrimination was one area identified ia the pretext. a^ need sub- 
stantial instructional work: The AHS 'and MIHS Target Groups were given ^ 

'extensive practice is^ .aunitor^y discrimination befofe the phonics -exercises vere 
started. -'The AHS Tar^get Group incrpa^ed 5 points mean score, th^e MIHS Target 

' Group ten points mean ^core and 'the MIHS Control *Group seven points mean 
score.

On -the ""jna) -s jbtest of the SORT, Sound Discrimination, the AHS and tll^S Target 
Groups increased their nean scori^s by three points while the fMHS Control Group 
had a one point increase." (Appendix C, Table y^Appendix D, Table 7; Appendix E, 
T'able 7) Phonics and Word Analysis Skills v/ere strongly emphasized during the 
second "jen^ester?^- in the Target Groups. 

The MIHS Control Group had substantially lower pretest mean ^ores on all but 
three tests: SDRT Vocabu'l ary , SORT Syllabication, arh3>^RTjl endi ng. The 
only test on which the MIHS ^Control Group displayed s ub starrtn a 1 1 y greater mean 
^score imp-rovement was the ^DRT Reading Comprehension. 

The MIHS Target Group showed slightly rare mean score imprbverT>£n t^^lhan the KIHS • 
Control roup on the Hawaii Reading Test, SDRT 'Audi tory Discrimination and -SDRP 
Sound Discrimination. The number of points between^mean a^:ores, and the number 
6f points mean score improvement for each group on each 'test is gi^ven in the 
Test Summary in Appendi:Jc G. - . • , 

If ^a Control' Group is tp he a part of next year's ELSAP program, a more rDean- 
inaful comparison could be drawn if that group were composed of students randomly 
selected from the total MIHS 9th grade population^. This year's MIHS Group ^ 
•contained ^tt.dents from the lower half of the 9th grade class.' . 

Reading/ deficiencies identified as a result of the testing component of the 
ELSAfv^program are as follows: ^ ^ .
